ideas in virtually every area of our national life, 

are strangely dormant in applying the same kind of 
imagination to their own teaching procedures. Through 
research and extension services they have revolutionized 
science, agriculture, business, military operations, and 
medicine. Yet they fail to revise their own instructional 
methods with the same regard for efficiency, produc- 
tivity or improvement in quality ; 

rraditional methods are outmoded for the job that 
now needs to be done ( learly oul colleges cannot carry 
on business as usual in a nation and a world character- 
ized by accelerating innovation. Even if we had the 
money to build the future in the image of the past, we 
would not have the tea hing personnel 

If we want to develop the imagination to conceive 
new and better answers to this challenge we need an 
igency that has as its sole mission the improvement of 
education at all levels. For this purpose we should set 
up the educational equi ilent of the kind of research 
and deve lopme nt agency that has enabled us to increase 
oul productivity so greatly in agriculture, industry and 
science, where innovation and improvement are now 
regularly expected 

| propose therefore, that each state set up a (‘om 
mission on Educational De velopment It would be the 
task of this commission to constantly look to the future 
ind devote its entire attention to the improvement of 
education in the state. Obviously, such commissions 
could not follow iniform pattern their organization 
would vary from state to state. But in every case 
the se COTRMIESSIONS could ind should create an atmos 
phere n education that is comparable to that in agri 
culture, industi wr medicine ind sa 
can and will do the iob better 

The membership of such a commission should be of 
the highest caliber, « ymnparable to the members on 
the board of regents or trustees of the state university 
ind it should work with a highly qualified staff. The 
commission would have no administrative responsibili- 
ties. It would serve primarily four functions 


] It would sponsor new experiments designed to 
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provide higher quality education with due regard for 
efficiency and economy 

2. It would disseminate information about new de- 
velopments not only within the state but throughout the 
country 

3. It would promote the adoption of such new devel- 
opments as have been tried and found successful 

4. It would issue an annual report and recommend 
necessary legislation 

The Commission on Educational Development should 
be financed on the basis of a fixed percentage of the 
state’s budget for education at something of the 
magnitude of one-half of 1 per cent, to start with 
From such an appropriation, it should be authorized 
to make grants for experiments designed to improve 
educational methods 

At the outset, the commissions should examine some 
generally accepted educational assumptions and ex 
plore new ideas that have been tried out. Some ex 
amples of the “unalterable truths” that need reexamina 
tion are the use of the fixed faculty-student ratio as a 
measure of quality the notion that the number of 
vears in school and college determines the student's 
educational attainment, and the conviction that any 
thing and everything that a student might evenutally 
need to know should be taught during his four years 
of college. Instances of promising innovations in the 
procedures for teaching that have been tested and 
might be more widely adopted are the use of televi 
sion to bring the best teaching of the ablest faculty 
members to every student in the university; and the 
use of independent study, faculty aides, early admis 
sion, advanced placement by examination, and teach 
mg machines or programed learning designed to im 
prove education and save faculty time 

If the commissions could weed out the outmoded 
ideas that block progress in education and promote 
the adoption of promising new methods of using mod 
ern means of communication and organizational skill 
to improve instruction, I believe that the return on 
the investment would be rewarding beyond our wildest

Since it pioneered in cooperative
